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AMTRAK ANTICIPATES A HUGE DEFICIT 


In a report disturbing to rail users, the Wall Street 
Journal (Oct. 4) stated that Amtrak is preparing to ask 
Congress for an emergency appropriation of more funds to 
keep it operating. The paper quoted an anonymous railroad — 
executive as saying that a daily 300-mile run his read 
makes for Amtrak costs $11 a mile to operate while revenues 
ef only 60¢ a mile have been coming in, on the average. 

He complained that while there were only passengers enough 
for one or two cars, Amtrak "insists on six or seven cars 
every day." 

The example was to point up the fact that operating costs 
are much greater than Amtrak had anticipated. $160 million 
will likely be the amount requested of Congress. But, said 
the Journal, a political furor is expected, since Amtrak 


- had assured Congress initially that the $1,0 million plus 


$100 million in guaranteed leans that Amtrak started with 
would be enough to held it until it reached the break-even 
point, expected in about two years. Amtrak's current pro- 
jections are for a loss of $150 million a year. Amtrak's 
President, Roger Lewis, reportedly wants to use the initial 
capital for capital improvements such as new equipment, and 
ask Congress to allot money to cover operating deficits. 

NARP Chairman Anthony Haswell reacted negatively to the 
news (see Quotes, p. 12), again criticizing Amtrak's mode 
of operation—letting the railroads run the trains and then 
attempting to foot the bill without direct control over the 
train operators. He criticized the lack of a consumer voice 
on Amtrak's board of directors and the corporation's silence 
concerning details of its operations (it has not yet filed 
a detailed report the ICC has requested). Said Haswell: 

We have evidence that on-time performance of a lot of trains 
is lousy--no better than before and in some cases worse—but 
Amtrak won't even release information on that subject." 

Amtrak is now talking with the DOT about money matters. 

It is possible that the amount requested of Congress may 
run as high as $300 million, to cover all operating losses 
for the first two years. 

But to rail users, perhaps the most discouraging comment 
of all came from Henry F. Davenport, vice president for pas- 
senger services with the Illinois Central: "In many respects 
it can be regarded as a laboratory in which we are testing 
the need for rail passenger service. Say we do spend $500 
million or $600 million on it in the next few years and then 
decide to scrap it. So what? It will have been worth it to 
settle the question once and for all."

One of the hottest topics among West Coast train watchers 
is the tardiness of Amtrak train 11-98-80 (nerthbd 79-99-12), 
the tri-weekly CASCADE. RIN gathered data about its arrival 
times southbd at Los Angeles over a 36-day period (Aug. 2% 
Oct. 3). The times include those of the COAST DAYLIGHT. For 
comparison, we examined the westbd arrival times of the SU-

AUTO-TRAIN PREPARES TO HIGHBALL 


The Auto-Train Corporation, at 8pm on Dec. 6, will begin rolling 
its first car-carrying passenger train out of Alexandria, Virginia, 
toward Sanford, Florida, 37 miles from Disney World. The new Dis- 
ney fantasy land opened Oct. 1. A full-page ad in the N.Y. Mmes 
Oct. 4 announced details of the unique run. 

Auto-Train has purchased 10 bi-level dome passenger cars from 
Santa Fe, 7 Zephyr dome coaches from Western Pacific (see RTN no. 
20), and about 6 sleepers from Union Pacific. Along with other 
equipment, including enclosed auto carriers, the cars will make a 
non-stop run, arriving in Florida at llam. The train leaves from 
Auto-Train's own new terminal 15 miles south of Washington D.C., 
adjoining Interstate highway 95. It arrives at another new Auto- 
Train terminal in Sanford. Besides its proximity to Disney World, 
Sanford is within a short driving distance of Daytona Beach, the 
Tampa-St. Petersburg area, and the Ft. Lauderdale-Miami area. 

The passenger cars are being thoroughly renovated and redecorated 
for the run. Auto-Train President Eugene Garfield says they are 
"being modified to conform with our objective of bringing a new en- 
vironmental approach to passenger rail service." The corporation 
boasts that the reclining seats have more leg room than a car or 
plane—"even a 747." 

Use of the sleepers costs $40 extra for a double bedroom, includ- 
ing room service, TV in your room, and "some other nice things." 
The basic one-way fare is $190 for any car with up to & people. 
If a car can legally hold mre than 4, the rest pay $15 apiece. 

Auto-Train promises that movies will be showm for kids as the 
train gets underway, while adults have cocktails and complimentary 
hors d'oeuvres the first hour. At 9pm a complimentary "sit-down 
buffet" with "everything from lobster to Beef Wellington to a great 
selection of French pastries" is served. The kids will have had 
hot dogs and other snacks with their movie. 

Next come two movies, followed by coffee and a free snack. For 
adults, a "glass-domed starlite lounge" will be open from 9pm to 
3am. There's also a night club car with entertainment, and a more 
intimate downstairs lounge. 

Starting at 7:30am free continental breakfasts are served. With 
advance notice, the train will provide special dietary requirements. 
Each train will carry an "adults-only" car. A stewardess will 

be on duty in each car, and in the event of a medical emergency, 
the train will stop at the next "major city" where a physician will 
be on ° 

Twelve enclosed bi-level auto carriers will be on each of the 
trains (Auto-Train will have 2 sets of trains initially), with a 
planned capacity of 90 to 104 cars. The passenger cars seat 350. 
Car loading operations and terminal layouts are innovative, accord- 
ing to Auto-Train. A car can be loaded on in less than one minute. 
First car on is the first one off. The corporation requires that 
cars be ready to load an hour before departure. An Auto-Train man 
drives each car—fully insured while in transit—into the carriers. 

Any towed vehicle, such as a U-haul trailer, will be accepted with 
a car at the cost of a second full fare. Once loaded, passengers 
have no access to their autos. 

Auto-Train entered into a 15-year contract with SCL and RF&P to 
use their lines. The railroads receive operating expenses plus 
20% and a share in profits. The corporation plans to expand oper- 
ations in the future to other routes. Evidently the public sees a 

good future for them, as 700,000 shares of their stock at $10 per 
share sold out in 14 hours last July 15.

SOUTHERN CRESCENT (Part I) 


Date: December 30, 1970 


We had a hard time getting on the 
SOUTHERN CRESCENT, largely because the 
ticket agents in Fhiladelphia were so 
incompetent. I couldn't get one shred 
of information from them about ticket- 
ing—they had apparently not heard of 
the through car to Los Angeles via New 
Orleans, and my questions were too 
technical for them to handle. 

It was quite simple, really. We 
had Bedroom E in car SW-2 reserved 


| from New Orleans to Los Angeles. As an 
| afterthonght, we decided to ride this 


all the way from Philadelphia, taking 
advantage of the night in New Orleans. 
So we wanted to get Bedroom E for the 
rest of the distance, to avoid chang- 
ing rooms.

We arrived at the 30th St. Station 
in Philadelphia about 45 minutes before 
the scheduled departure of the SOUTHERN 
CRESCENT. Suddenly I noticed an announ- 
cement that the CRESCENT would arrive 
at 5:15pm, 35 minutes late. Only 90 
miles out from point of origin and half 
an hour late already! We ccped for the 


| interin, hovering inside some doors near 


the track entrance, anxious eyes peering 
down the tracks now and then in search 
of our long lost train. 

When it finally pulled in, I spotted 


the red border of the SP car and we head- 


ed for that, that being where we really 
wanted to ride. I explained the situa- 
tion to the Porter and Conductor. We 
were given tentative clearance to sit in 


SvW-1, Bedroom E while we waited to see if 


that space had been sold. 


While we'd waited for the CRES- 
CENT to show up, the southbound SCL 
CHAMPION had come and gone—on time. 

I had watched it wistfully, thinking © 
to myself that there was a real train. 
People had been sitting in the dining 
car, and I could almost taste the club 
sandwiches they were eating. How I 
wished I was getting on that instead 

of this train. Alas, no time for sighs. 
Into the car and off we go. 

Meeting and boarding an SP sleeper 
(a 10/6) in Philadelphia on that cold 
December day was kind of exciting, 
like meeting an old friend in som exo- 
tic foreign country... Oh not This car 
has no heat! Our bedroom mirror has 
frost on it! What's wrong, I ask the 
Porter. He didn't know, other than 
that it was cold all through these Sou- 
thern Railway cars at the end of the 
train. 

It was fun for awhile, sitting 
there all bundled up, looking out the 
windows at frozen cityscapes rushing 
by. The track was smooth (maintained 
for Metroliners, no doubt) and we 
whipped right along. Dowright im 
pressive—if only it would last. If 
only it wasn't so cold! 

We coped with the cold, had another 
discussion abcut our tickets with a 
Trainman, and finally, rats that we 
were, deserted our frozen bedroom and 
started making a seemingly endless trek 
forward, searching for a car with heat. 

The eternal optimist in us vas re- 
warded. Tne two coaches—-Penn Central 
yet—at the extreme front end had heat 
(Hurrah!), so we sat down in an aged 
PRR coach and mumbled various unprinta- 
bles about no heat and the blood-curd- 
ling coffee PC served. Odd that an 
allegedly "prestige" train would be so 
cold, and the much despised PC cars up 
front had what heat there was to be 
found. 

In Washington D.C. we had a 35-min- 
ute stop, according to the timetable. 

I assumed they would expedite things to 
try to get back on time, but no, we 
used the full 35 minutes while through 
cars from New York were joined with 
other cars originating there in D.C. 
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Here we had to change cars. Still 
waiting for definite word on the bed- 
room, we settled into seats 51 and 52 
of car NI}. 


Not only did the "new" cars have 
heat, here in Washington the train 
finally got a real dining car, and 
with the hour now being about 7:30pm, 
we were right hungry. From our coach 
seats we—and the rest of the train— 
all had to weave back through three 
sleeping cars to reach the diner. 

I pitied the poor folks who were sit- 
ting three or four coaches forward— 
they would have some seven cars to 
negotiate to get to the diner. 

After a lengthy, and crowded, 
wait in line in the passageway adja- 
cent to the kitchen, we were finally 
seated by a rather crusty and quite 
proper Steward. He was the quintes- 
sence of my preconception of a South- 
ern Gentleman. He presented the menu 
with a flourish. 

The Southern Railway dining cars 
were auite complete, both in place 
setting and edible fare. The complete 
dinner prices then spanned a range 
from 23.00 (for Omelet with Tomatoes) 

to $4.75 (for Prime Rib of Beef, Natu- 
roi Betreen those there was vies 
Broiled Fish, lemon butter ($3.30); 
Roast Younz Turkey, dressing, cran- 
berry sauce ($3.60); or Country Ham 
Steak, natural gravy ($4.15). All the 
dinners included appetizer, two of 
the four listed vegatables, salad, 
dessert and beverage. 

I opted for the Prime Rib, to be 
preceded by the hot consommé. The 
consomme was hot and fairly good. 

The Prime Fib was slightly tough, 
though cooked as requested. If it 
was "Natural," as per the menu, that 
steer must have been raised in a 
desert (I chuckled to myself), so 
lacking were the vital natural juices. 
My wife had chosen the Omelet, which 
was fluffy and light. She said it was 
Noutstandins," and it was a most ex- 
citing and colorful entree. 

The vegetables were served correct- 
ly, in sice dishes, and were passable. 
I think the peas were canned. If they 
aren't usins fresh vegetables the least 
they could do would be to use frozen 
brands. Other varieties available were 
green beans, Harvard beets (good!), and 
"flaked" potatoes. 
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The salad was a lettuce, pine- 
apple and cottage cheese affair 
served with French dressing. The 
salad was all right but the dress- 
ing was only average. Dessert 
choices were practically nonex- 
istent, being apple pie, or ice 
cream, or a half grapefruit. The 
pie was somewhat above average, 
but with doughy crust. 

When I criticize food or its 
preparation and/or presentation, 

I am judging by the severest of 
standards. I know that a dining 
car is capable of serving—~and I 
expect it to serve-—dishes that 
would please the most finicky of 
palates. If I say that something 
is weak, or tough, or tasteless, 

I don't mean to say that it is to 
be dismissed on the spot as just 
"another American train with lousy 
food." If the food is that bad, 
I'll say so right away. In this 
instance, while I have my differ- 
ences with the chefs, etc., I'd 
stiil have to rate this dining car 
as one of the better diners in the 
country, especially considering 
the prevailing prices. 

After dinner we sat and sipped 
coffee (Peggy) and tea (me). The 
coffee was served in an individual 
silver pot, and the tea in a china 
teapot, as it should be. 

When it became obvious that the 
crew wanted to clean up, we left 
and headed back to find the Conduc- 
tor. We were given good news: if 
our desired bedroom was not taken 
upon departure from Lynchburg (Va.), 
it would be ours. It wasn't, so 
about midnight we effected our move 
from coach to sleeper. 

After the usual settling-in 
rituals, complicated by the various 
movements of the train, we retired. 
Unfortunately, the Southern Railway 
roadbed, for all their "innovations" 
talk, is not very good. I'd have to 


grade it "C-" and sleep was, at best, 


difficult. 

Came the dam. When I was fin- 
ally able to correlate a station 
with my timetable, I discovered that 
in spite of our apparent great speed 
during the night we vere now five 
additional minutes late. I was 
thankful we hadn't sone any faster, 
though, or I might have slept on the 
floor-involuntarily.

We had breakfast before arriving 
in Atlanta. The breakfasts were again 
reasonably priced, the "works" for from 
$1.50 (two eggs) to $2.10 (Broiled Su- 
gar Cured Bacon with Eggs). The break- 
fast was ample, quite good, and well 
served. Some remarkably good grits 
were included, smooth and warm. 

Arrival in Atlanta was at 9:35am, 
just 40 minutes late. We lost more 
time there playing "msical cars", so 
got out 45 minutes late. But we had 


gained a dome car! 


The weather was not particularly 
inviting this day. Cold, snowy driz- 
gle oozed down the windows of the 


- Pullman-Standard (flat window) dome 


car. About an hour out of Atlanta 
the precipitation stopped and viewing 
The leaden sky cast a som 


The brightest color was the reddish 
earth peeking out now and then. The 
rain-drenched trees were dark brom 
skeletons. 

We rode along, with the roadbed 
seemingly a bit smoother than that 


of the previous nighttime. I walked 


through the train, looking at the 
passengers. We had let off a lot of 
people in Atlanta, but had picked up 
nearly as many replacements. Of 
course, with the holidays (and tri- 
weekly operation) you would expect 

a heavy load. We had some 5 coaches 
and 8 sleeping cars in the consist. 
At the end of the train four of these 
sleepers were completely unoccupied. 
At first I thought them to be dead- 
heading. Then I found an attendant 
who told me that these were for sev- 
eral private groups being picked up 
in Birmingham, Alabama. 

One of the most distinctive items 
found aboard the SOUTHERN CRESCENT is 
the "publicity packet" awaiting every 
passenger in the sleeping cars. It 
starts out with an ingenuous "welcome 
aboard" to you from the President of 
the Southern Railway himself, and con- 
tains various booklets, papers, a time- 
table, and even a "Junior Railroader" 
badge for the kids~all to get you 
ready for a pleasant trip. It isa 
very stunning and inviting presenta- 
tion, especially if you're used to get- 
ting a room plain.

It was soon time for lunch. Four 
complete selections were listed on the 
luncheon menu, ranging from $2.85 to 
$3.30. The offerings were generically 
identical to the dinner menu: Broiled 
or Fried Fish, tartar sauce; Chicken 
Pan Pie, family style; Baked Sugar 
Cured Ham, raisin sauce; and Cheese 
or Ham Omelet (3 eggs). These same 
items were available on an a la carte 
We tried the ham 


Tae most unusual part of this meal 
was the vegetable-—garden spinach. 
It must have been made from fresh spin- 
ach, right out of the fields, for I 
have never in all my days tasted spin- 
ach like this. Strong! is only half 
the story, for it certainly hadn't 
been worked over and denatured by any 
preserving process. Adding lemon did 
not help, and I finally had to abandon 
its bitterness as too sharp for me. 

The salad was Head Lettuce, with 
French dressing. I didn't think the 
lettuce was so great—it seemed a lit- 
tle wilted. For dessert we had Blue- 
berry Cheese Cake which was light and 
cheesy. We were not rushed away from 
the table after lunch, so we took time 
to relax, sip our coffee and ice tea 
and take in the everchanging panorama 
outside. We had progressed enough now 
that we were seeing infrecuent patches 
of clear blue sky and the Ttgnting ef- 
fects were exciting. 


A word about the dining car. 
The utensils were real silver ware, 
and the china service was obviously 
custom-designed. I noticed that 
there was a consistent pattern, 
sort of—-all the plates and saucers ` 
had a dual blue-green border around 
the edge, with a narrow brown cir- 
cle farther inside the plate. Some 
of the plates were rather ashen-col- 
ored whereas the majority of them 


. were of white china. 


I examined the undersides of 
several of the white patterns, but 
found no identification. Turning 
over one of. the ashen saucers, there

other, white china must have been a 
replacement order which had not been 
specifically identified.

After a summer of Amtrak operation, what can be said about Anerican 
train service and its chances for survival? ) 

We have been told that Amtrak is losing money—much more money than 
forecast. Does this come as any surprise to train watchers? The rail- 
roads for many years said they.were losing money on passenger trains. 
Some of their figures were known to. be exaggerated, but cléarly only in 
isolated instances was there any longer a profit to be had under the old 
ways of doing business. 7s EAP. 

So did we need Amtrak to step in merely to confirm that the old ways 
are no longer profitable? ‘le needed Amtrak to take over the passenger 
system and run it on a more modern basis, and especially with more concern 
for the consuzer—the rail traveler. That most of those consumers had been 
lost to other modes of transport is a fact of life, and another enormus 
job facing Actrak was--and is—to again build up a market for rail travel. 
We have no other alternative than to rebuild our rail travel network.. How 
many tires have you heard the remark that if we didn't have rail technology 
we'd have to invent it? 

But can any meaningful generalizations be made from the experience of 
one summer of Amtrak? Can we conclude that people are taking back to. the 
rails now that the trains are "worth traveling again?" Can we conclude 
that there is no real market for train travel since the nation seems to 
function adequately with many fewer trains than it had even a year ago? 

Of course it's impossible to answer these questions yet, since there 
has yet been no aGequate test made of American public response to a suita- 
ble nationwide system. Amtrak has been operating only as a holding opera- 
tion, and we've yet to see the day when an efficient, reliable, pleasant, 
properly advertised passenger train system is given a test. | 

As a grassroots example of the current relationship between trains and 
the public, let's consider our most visible local route—the Coast route 
over which a tri-weekly train runs between Seattle and San Diego and over 
which a San Francisco-Los Angeles train operates the other four days of 
the week. ; l 

- The h-day-a-week COAST DAYLIGHT was the only train SP never attempted 
to discontinue (at least within memory). It had many advantages, not the 
least of which was an extraordinarily scenic route. All summer long and 
during the Christmas season SP always ran an excellent dome car on this 
train. That alone made the trip worthwhile, though the presence of the 
horrendous automat food cars—often without even microwave ovens to heat 
the stale, preservative-laden gook the expensive machines spewed forth— 
made the trip depressing at the least. There were other depressing ele- 
ments. The low pre-Amtrak morale of many crew members, the removal of 
every small nicety that can make or break a trip-—-passengers endured these 
things but not surprisingly gradually trickled away. 

- What happened when Amtrak took over? Well, the dome car went and the 
automat stayed. A lounge was added after awhile when a local railfan tele- 
graphed Amtrak. A bit later the lounge got an attendant. The route was 
changed to run from Oakland instead of San Francisco, which may or my not 
have affected patronage. 7 
So all in all the train has been domgraded, and most importantly no 
advertising has appeared (except for two rather blah newspaper announce- 
ments). We'd wager that not one person in a hundred in California knows 
that a train runs between the two metropolitan areas. 

= -Can one draw any conclusions from ridership of the train, given these 
circumstances? Certainly none regarding the potential for train travel 
on the West Coast. Even railfans find the trip dull, when it could be a 
most exciting event given proper handling and merchandising. 

Then consider that there have been rail strikes and pending rail 
strikes for a goodly portion of the time since the Amtrak takeover. One 
can only conclude that no adequate test of rail travel potential has been 
made in this area. 

Conclusion: Amtrak needs more money to do an adequate job. Throwing 
money down the drain of old-fashioned train operations is not an adequate 
job.
